You are here notified to meet at the town hall, in said 
Troy, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March next, at ten of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

Art. 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the support of the poor. 7 

Art. 4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for repairing highways and bridges, and to see if the town will 
vote to apply for state aid and permanent improvement of 
highways in accordance with an act of the legislature of 1905. 

Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for state aid maintenance. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to take from the 
road agent’s districts a section of the Monadnock road, so 
ealled, and instruct the selectmen to arrange with the state 
highway department to maintain said section of road under 
the state patrol system and appropriate or set aside from the 
amount raised for highway work the sum of $75.00 for this 
purpose. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for grading and repairing with gravel, 
or crushed stone, School street from Mill street to the school- 
house. ; 

Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to lay out and build an extension to Nelson street connect- 
ing with Granite street, raise and appropriate money for the 
same. ; 
Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to lay out a highway 
in said town beginning at the west end of the right of way held 
by the Finnish Workingmen’s Society, thence from School 
street, easterly parellel to the south line of Charles Duston’s 
homestead place, three hundred feet to a stake and stones; said 
road to be twenty-five feet wide, or such width as the selectmen 
may deem necessary, and raise and appropriate money for the 
same.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF WATER COM: 
MISSIONERS. 


The board of water commissioners submit their first annual 
report, as follows: 


The authority to establish the Troy Water Works was 
given by an act, entitled ‘‘An act to establish water works in 
the Town of Troy,’’ passed at the January session of the legis- 
lature, 1915. 


Under this act the following action was taken at the annual 
town meeting held March 9, 1915: 


On motion Warren W. Kimball, voted: That the town con- 
struct, manage, maintain suitable water works, for the pur- 
pose of introducing into and distributing through this town, 
an adequate supply of pure water, as authorized by an act of 
the legislature, passed February 18, 1915. 

As required by said act.a board of five commissioners were 
elected: 

For one year, Franklin Ripley. 

For two years, Henry L. Barnard. 

For three years, Harry S. Platts, 

For four years, Warren W. Kimball. 

For five years, Melvin T. Stone. 

On motion, Henry lL. Barnard, voted: That the commis- 
sioners just elected shall have full power and authority to ob- 
tain rights of way, by purchase or otherwise; to take such legal 
action as 1s necessary to obtain rights of way; to purchase ma- 
terials, employ labor and make contracts necessary for the con- 
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struction of dams, aqueducts, and all other appliances neces- 
sary in the construction of said water works; to determine the 
route of said aqueducts, purchase hydrants and other necessary 
applances for the proper distribution of water; fix the rates 
for the use of said water and in all respects do everything 
necessary in the construction, management, care and use of 
said water works and water and have such powers and perform 
such duties as are designated in the act authorizing the con- 
struction of these water works. 

On motion, Harry 8. Platts, voted: To raise forty thousand 
dollars for the purpose of obtaining water rights and construc- 
ting suitable water works and that said sum of forty thousand 
dollars shall be raised by an issue of bonds aggregating that 
amount. Said bonds shall be of such denomination as the 
selectmen and water commissioners shall determine and bear 
interest not exceeding four per cent, and shall be payable: 
Five thousand dollars in ten years, five thousand dollars in 
fifteen years, ten thousand dollars in twenty years, ten thousand 
dollars in thirty years, all from the date thereof. Said bonds 
shall be signed as prescribed in the act authorizing the con- 
structing of the water works and the selectmen of this town are 
hereby authorized to pledge the credit of the town for said sum 


of forty thousand dollars by said town. 


On March 10, the board organized with the choice of the 
following officers: Melvin T. Stone, chairman; Henry L. Bar- 
nard, clerk. At the request of the board, Arthur W. Dudley, 
of the firm of Dudley & Sawyer, Manchester, N. H., an engineer 
of considerable experience in the installing and construction 
of water systems, who had made some preliminary surveys, met 
with the board March 16, and, after discussing the various 
questions involved, it was voted to engage Mr. Dudley as en- 
gineer in charge of the work. He was ably sustained by his 
assistant, Henry H. Harrison, who was continuously on the 
ground until the completion of the work. 


44 
After soliciting various investment firms for offers for the 
purchase of the bonds, the issue was sold on March 23, to HE. H. 


Rollins & Son, Boston, they making the best offer, for par and 
acerued interest. At a subsequent meeting jointly with the 


board of selectmen, it was voted the bonds should be dated 


March 15, 1915, bearing interest at four per cent per annum, 
payable March 15 and September 15 of each year, principal 
and interest payable at the banking house of E. H. Rollins & 
Son, Boston. The legality of the issue was aD Pies by Joseph — 
W. Lund, attorney, Boston. 

Invitations were sent to quite a list of contractors for bids 
for constructing the system, the commissioners furnishing all 
the materials necessary, the contractor to take such materials 
from the cars and place them where required, as part of the 
contract. 


Correspondence was held with several firms for prices on 


pipe, hydrants, castings and other material in such quantities 
as called for in the specifications furnished by the engineer. 
On May 17, and subsequent dates, contracts were awarded and 
supplies purchased from the following: 

Michigan Pipe Co., Bay City, Mich., wood pipe. 

M. J. Drummond & Co., New York., cast iron water pipe, 
American Water Works specifications, Class D.

Bids for the construction of the works were opened at the 
selectmen’s room June 10, and a canvass of the prices given for 
the different kinds of work required, gave the result as shOWRS, 
in the following schedule. 
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The contract was awarded to the Ricci Construction Com- 
pany, Rutland, Vt., they being the lowest bidders, and they 
furnished bond in the sum of five thousand dollars for the 
faithful performance of the work. 

Mr. Paseal Rieci, manager of the company, commenced 
work June 22 and it was expected it might be completed by 
the middle of October. The Italian war made it difficult to 
obtain all the labor he wished and it was not until into Decem- 
ber that the work was completed. The relations between Mr. 
Ricci and the commissioners were pleasant and work done very 
satisfactory to them. The workmen employed were quiet and 
orderly and everything progressed without friction between 
them. 

In November, when putting the main line across the land 
of the Troy White Granite Company, where it was necessary 
to do some blasting, the work was delayed for some time on 
account of an attorney for the company ordering the work 
stopped, alleging that we were entering upon a ledge of valu- 
able rock, that the company were unwilling to have the pipe 
line built upon the line proposed without making provision 
for the change of the line in the event that the company, or 
its successors or assigns, should desire to operate that part of 
the land and work upon said ledge, requesting that if at any 
time it shall be desirable to work upon said ledge in which the 
pipe line was located, that an agreement be executed to change 
the location of the pipe line at the expense of the town, upon 
the request of the granite company, its successors or assigns, 
to such location upon the land of the company as will be most 
practicable for its construction. 

While it was probable the line never would have to be 
changed for the reason given, the commissioners did not feel 
justified in making such an agreement. A conference was 
held with a member of the granite company and a location 
designated in which they were willing the lne should remain. 
Finding sufficient large pipe on hand to make the change it 


oe 
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was decided to do so instead of following the original line, 
which could have been done. To do this about four hundred 
feet of wood pipe, already laid and covered, had to be taken 
up and moved and that portion of the ditch dug and ready for 
pipe abandoned. The digging up and removal of the wood pipe 
was done with local help by the commissioners. The new 
ditch not being in the specifications and contract was an extra 
and called for different terms. Mr. Ricci agreed to do the 
work for four cents per foot additional to the contract price. 

According to the specifications the contractor is to keep 
the work in repair for six months from the time it was com- 
pleted, repairing leaks and failures of workmanship, three per 
cent of the amount due him being retained by the commis- 
sioners, to be expended in the manner provided in the contract 
if the contractor fails to make good. 

In establishing the water rates and rules and regulations 
for the use of water, the commissioners examined the lists of 
several towns in this county and surrounding territory, as well 
as outside the state, and they are as low as any found, being 
practically the same as those in the adjoining town of Jaffrey. 
The rates must be sufficient to give a reasonable income from 
the system and, after a year or two, be enough to pay the in- 
terest on the bonds and cost of maintenance at least. Up to 
the present time some thirty-five services have been installed 
and more would have been added had the season permitted. 
It is hoped by the end of the year all of the families along 
the pipe lines will have availed themselves of the advantages 
derived from using the water and will be connected with the 
system. Until the earnings are sufficient, the interest on the 
bonds must be raised by special vote of the town. 

We feel the citizens are fully aware of the advantages to 
be derived from a public water system, not only in increased 
fire protection and the lessened cost of insurance which is to 
follow. In settlement of land damages and obtaining rights of 
way, matters have been amicably adjusted without friction or 
serious disagreement. 
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Final settlement for right of way has not been made with 
the heirs of A. F. Haskins, Troy White Granite Co., B. & M. 
Railroad, Jaffrey & Troy Electric Light Co.

J herewith submit the fifteenth annual report of the super- 
intendent of schools and my fourth annual report. |

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This table in comparison with that of last year shows a 
slight increase in the general total and a considerable increase 
in the high school. As a matter of fact the high school at 
present is somewhat overcrowded although not so much so as 
it was at the beginning of the fall term when there were twenty- 
four members and rooms to place but twenty-three seats. 
Transoms have been cut into the walls allowing for ventilation 
from the hallways and the school has continued ;tolerably 
well so far as room and working conditions are concerned. 
Next year it is reasonable to expect an even larger attendance, 
‘at least 13 left of these attending and 13 out of the graduating 
class expect to enter if promoted. This would make a regis- 


_ 


tration of 26 in all. If this proves true, it will be a physical — 


impossibility to seat them all in their present quarters. How- 
ever, I think it can be satisfactorily arranged by seating some 
in the grammar room or by conducting the grammar school 
recitations in the present high school room with the high 
school students and one grade occupying the grammar room. 
At any rate, it is an excellent sign of educational progress 
to bring and hold such a large percentage of students to high 
school work. 


RECENT EDUCATIONAL LEGISLATION. 


Some very important and far reaching laws relating to 

dependent and delinquent children and to teachers’ pensions 
were passed at the last session of the legislature. 
The law now provides for the paying of certain small 
monthly sums to dependent mothers for each child through the 
state authorities after investigation, under the following con- 
ditions: | 

(1) The child must live with the mother. 

(2) Allowance to be made only when such an allowance 

would enable the mother to stay at home entirely.

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(3) The mother must be a proper person morally, men- 
tally and physically. 

(4) Such a mother must have been a resident of this state 
at least two years before making application for 
allowance under this act. 

I mention this law thinking that some deserving mother 

might profit by its provision to give her children a better edu- 
eation and to conserve her efforts entirely to their bringing up. 

The second piece of legislation specially referred to is the 

teachers’ pension act. It provides in a general way for a 
small income to retired and physically incapacitated teachers. 
(For provisions of this law, see P. 8. 165, section 1 and follow- 
ing, Laws of 1915.) This last legislative act will eventually 
have a tremendous effect on the teaching force of New Hamp- 
shire towns. When teachers find that they are provided for 
right here at home, and that this state is competing with sister 
states for the services of the best teachers, then will they cease 
making frequent changes to better fields. 


TEACHERS. 


Three of our last year’s teachers took other positions,— 
Mr. Walker went to West Lebanon, N. H., Miss Haughey to 
Manchester and Miss Leamy to Gardner. To replace them 
were selected respectively—Mr. James D. MacFarland of Fall 
River, Mass., a graduate of Dartmouth; Mrs. Sadie E. Muzzey, 
teacher of experience and a student at the summer session of 
Keene Normal School; and Miss Ida A. Rome, a graduate of 
Fitchburg Normal school. While I must confess that our 
schools are still either the stepping stones for good teachers 
to better positions or the place from which the poorer teachers 
must be turned backward, yet I feel that the schools are in 
the hands of capable, earnest and high-minded teachers at the 
present time. 
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MID-YEAR PROMOTIONS. 


Last year I reported to your board that there were quite — 


a number of over-age children in your schools, that is, children 
who were too old for the grades they were in. To eliminate 
such a condition, I would recommend wherever possible a mid- 


year promotion for exceptionally capable children. This plan © 


has many things to commend it, chief among which are: 
1st. It stimulates harder work for all pupils in the ex- 
pectation by a double promotion. 


2nd. It encourages a child so promoted and gives him > 


confidence. 
3rd. It results in a longer school -lfe for more chilanem 
It seems to me that the schools of Troy centralized as they 
are might carry out this idea considerably. Already your 
teaching foree and your superintendent have made some pro- 
motions in the middle of the year and at unscheduled times 


when we deemed it for the best interest of the child and not to 


the detriment of the school system. 


WATER. 

A great addition has been made to the physical equipment 
of the Troy schools by the installation of the town water in the 
school building. Children of the town greatly appreciate the 
benefits of running water and will appreciate it more during 
the warm months of the school year, June and September. 


I hope that your board may be able to extend this work to in- — 


clude the putting in of flush closets in the basements of the 
building and I have no doubt that this will be done if the funds 
are available. 


A TENDENCY IN EDUCATION, 


I would like to note in the short space at my command a _ 
very noticeable tendency in the educational carricula of the

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present day, a desire to place the easier subjects, or parts of 
the easier subjects of the high school in the grammar school 
and to reserve until later on in the high school course certain 
subjects which are not as a rule easily understood by grammar 
school pupils. In general such subjects as constructional ge- 
ometry, elementary algebra and one foreign language are fre- 
quently begun as early as the eighth grade and carried along 
by easy stages for two or three years to the high school and 
there completed. The eclementary school subject most out of 
place seems to be English grammar. While this subject is 
not neglected in the grammar school, yet the more difficult 
phases of it are reserved for the high school teachers. In this 
rather rough sketch of the educational policy of the future, 
you will see that any rigid line of demarkation between the 
high and the grammar schools must go, and in its place a zone 
of work which is neither strictly high nor strictly grammar 
school in character, but a combination of both. 

During the past year the school children have banked 
$105.00; in all since the school savings system was inaugurated, 
$300.00. 


I take the occasion again in closing to thank you for your 
courteous treatment and for your fair minded and high minded 
consideration of school problems.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To Mr. William L. MacDonald, 
Superintendent of Schools :— 


Herewith I submit my first report. 
The aim of our musical course in the Troy schools is three- 
fold :—First, to give every child the mental discipline attained 


through the study of music, second, to develop the emotional - 


nature and aesthetic sense, and third, to develop an apprecia- 
tion of good music. : ; 
There are a few children who are unable to discriminate 
among colors or sounds and there are a few who have defective 
vocal organs. Usually a large per cent of the entering class are 


monotones, but every child can be trained to sing the correct 


pitch unless handicapped by some physical difficulty and in 
such a case he should have the attention of a physican. The 


treatment of monotones, however, requires much patience and 


perseverance on the part of the teacher, but pays richly. — 

In the first grade the work consists chiefly or rote songs, 
about twenty-five or thirty being taught in a year. These 
are suggestive of the fancies and pastimes of little folks and 
the teacher helps them to sing with understanding and most 
of all with a clear head tone of flute-like quality. The staff 
elements are learned and ‘‘do”’ 
check-mark (x) whereby the first five tones familiar to them 
ean be read from any position on the staff, and when sharps 
and flats are introduced in Grade III, no difficulty whatever 
arises. Also the first step in time is taught. 


ee ne ae ee 


is located by the use of the 
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In the first three grades especial attention is given to rote 
songs and to tone quality and production; names of the lines 
and spaces and how to find ‘‘do’’ from a key signature come 
in second and third grade work and each year a new time 
motion is taught. Ear training is taken up systematically in 
Grade III and then continued. By this we mean that the 
pupils write or tell what the teacher sings in time or tune. 
The Progressive Melodies by Baldwin are effecting very satis- 
factory results in sight reading in the third grade. 

Grade IV begins reading its own song from the First 
Reader, New Educational Music Course, and two-part singing 
is introduced. Parts are not assigned to any pupils before 
Grade VI and not then except to a possible two or three whose 
voices are changing; rather, all have practise in singing either 
part. Keys are named and the first step in chromatics is 
presented. . 

Grades V and VI join in the music period and use the See- 
ond Reader; the remainder of the time motions, the kinds of 
time, the second step in chromatics, and position of the sharps 
and flats in the key signature are learned. 

The high school and seventh and eighth grades form the 
chorus, singing four-part music with some practise in following 
a conductor. Hach alternate week a period is taken for tech- 
nical work with these two grades, consisting of a review of all 
previous study and in addition, a modification and combination 
of the time motions, major and minor keys and scales and their 
structure, reading the tenor part and the bass clef. Great 
care is exercised in caring for the boys’ changing voices. 

The Weaver Individual Sight Singing Slips purchased last 
spring are used from Grades IV to VI and are invaluable since 
by their use each child is given but one chance to sing his slip 
and sits down at his first mistake which is recorded as being 
one in time, pitch or reading; at the close or the lesson these 
are added and the teacher can then determine wherein lies 
the greatest difficulty. This kind of individual work makes 
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the child independent, forces him to think quickly, to coneen- 
trate, and give him self-control and habits of accuracy. <A 
written lesson accompanies the slip lesson whereby each one is 
busy the entire period. 

Pupils are encouraged to put their individuality into the 


songs they sing and are requested to sit or stand in an erect — 


position. Good tone quality, correct breathing, and clear enun- 
ciation are sought after. There is often a tendeney to sing 
loudly and harshly, and the teachers constantly have to guard 
against it. It is often better to sacrifice volume for quality 
and it is a great aid when quiet speaking becomes the habit of 
teacher and class. Terms of tempo and expression are ex- 
plained and learned as they are met. Anecdotes of the lives 
and works of composers assist in making the song work inter- 
esting. We find that one of the strongest points of our system 
of technical work to be time and sense of rhythm. The upper 
grades have become familiar with many folk songs of differ- 
ent countries. 

Our aim, then, is not to teach method, but rather to teach 
every pupil to love, appreciate and interpret good musie and 
by his study of the theoretical side to be qualified, when he 
leaves the grades, to read any music easily and accurately. 

Since so much of the success gained in the music course 


depends upon the perseverance of the grade teachers, the | 


supervisor wishes to extend her thanks to them for their co- 
operation; also to the superintendent and committee for their 
support. ;

I herewith submit my report of the work in drawing for 
the year ending February 15, 1916. 

Thirty minutes per week are given by the grade teacher 
and the same amount by the supervisor. Outlines planning 
for two lessons per week are provided each month. 

For those interested the exhibit of work given in connec- 
tion with the graduation exercises gave more information in 
regard to the work done than any written report can do. 

The work consists of crayon, pencil, chalk, charcoal and 
water color work in grades fitted to use these mediums ap- 
pled to the drawing of flowers, fruits and vegetables; designs 
in Christmas and Thanksgiving work; group drawing, mechani- 
eal drawing and perspective. Constructive drawing and cut- 
ting are features of the course. : 

Christmas brought its special work with the making of 
Christmas cards, shopping lists, work baskets, cornucopias, 
letter cases, pin trays, post card boxes, calendars, ete. . 

In grades 7 and 8 we have made posters for the school 
entertainment. This has meant much careful work on the part 
of the class. Each one made a poster and the best ones were 
chosen for use in advertising the entertainment. 

The work this year in most of the rooms has been carefully 
done and the materials have been cared for more painstakingly 
than in previous years. <A drawing lesson should be prepared 
as carefully and as neat thoughtful work expected as is ex- 
pected in arithmetic, language and other subjects. The draw-
